after I was born," Captain Diamond 
explained.' ' 


Captain Diamond celebrated his one 


hundred and fifteenth • birthday anni- 
versary May 1 at the Crocker Old Peo- 
ple's home. Pine and Pierce streets. 
He has about as much right to be In an 
old people's home as any one living— 
the best right of any one in San Fran- 
cisco. At that he is free from senility, 
mentally alert, with a memory for 
events that have happened during a 
full century of American activity. 
He 


was one of the first railroad builders 
In America. 


Captain Diamond was born within a 


stone's throw of the original Plymouth 
Rock, the landing place of some of his 
ancestors. At the end of the war ot 
1812 
Diamond's father returned from

WALSH AND MORSE. 


Washington political gossips have it that Secre- 


tary of \Yar Stimson was pulled into the cabinet to 
be made ready to run in behind Taft in the great 
presidential handicap next year. Considering that Mr. 
Stimson ran second best against so indifferent a run- 
ner as John A. Dix, who took the Empire stakes last 
fall though carrying overweight in the person of 
Charley Murphy and his Tammany antecedents. Still, 
Mr. Stimson has the more or less powerful advantage 
of being—at any rate of having been—the protege 
of The Colonel. And then again, maybe the gossips 
in Washington don't know what they arc talking 
about.' 


President Taft, with wisdom and justice, has de- 


clined to intervene with executive clemency in the 
cases of John R. Walsh and Charles \Y. Morse, now 
in prison for violation of the federal banking laws. 
The president determines his course upon the sub- 
stantial ground that these bankers were proved guilty 
of flagrant crimes and that the law must know no 
difference between rich and poor, which is quite tln> 
same as to say that there are presented no circum- 
stances to mitigate the guilt of these men and that the 
high position they once held in the world of business 
and finance and the sympathy felt for them by, power- 
ful friends alone constitute the reasons offered in plea 
for clemency. 


The Walsh case, the president says, "shows moral 


turpitude of that insidious and dangerous kind to 
punish which the national banking laws were enact- 
ed." 
Morse, he thinks, should have been put under 


a heavier penalty than Walsh "because the methods 
taken by Morse tend to show that more keenly than 


Mr. Ed Hincs told the association of lumber manu-

NOVEL WAY OF COOKING EGGS. 


RECIPES, 


Burnt Almond Omelet.' 


. In a clean frying pan put one cupful 
and'a half of granulated sugar and 
stand over a moderate fire. Stir with 
a metal spoon. The sugar as it heats 
.•will first become lumpy, like tapioca. 
then slowly melt. AS it dissolves It 
•will turn amber in color, then grad- 
ually darken. . Do not allow 
It 
to 


deepen to more than the tint of mod- 
erately strong coffee. Stir often: then, 
•wlaen reduced to a clear syrup, pour in 
quickly1 three-quarters of a cupful of 
boiling water. 
Be careful that the 


syrup does not spatter on hands or 
face, or it will burn badly. 
Draw a 


little to one side and let cook slowlv 


until It is a. thick syrup, then keep hot. 
Separate the yolks and whites of five 
eggs. To the whites add a pinch of 
salt and beat to a stiff dry froth. Beat 
the yolks until very light and thick, 
then add five tablespoonfuls of the 
syrup. 
Sprinkle this ov«r the whites, 


mixing together very lightly. In the 
frying pan melt one tablespoontul of 
butter and in It cook two tablespoon- 
fuls of chopped almonds until lightly 
colored. Pour in the egg mixture' and 
cook very slowly without any stirring, 
turning occasionally .that the 'bottom 
may color 
evenly. When 
well set 


sprinkle the top with two tablespoon- 
fuls more of almonds and place in a 
hot oven long 'enough to dry off the 
top. Turn out carefully and pour the 
remainder of the syrup over the ome- 
let sending Immediately to the table. 


Steak Florentine. 


Select a good cut of sirloin, -wipe 


and trim as usual. In a frying pan 
slowly fry out four or rive slices of fat 
salt pork until the pork Is crisp and 
brown. Skim out the pieces and put 
aside. 
Add to the hot fat six onions 


quartered and sliced and cook very 
slowly for half an hour, by which time 
th'ey should be quite tender and a deep 
yellow, but not really brown. Add one 
cupful and a half of thin strained to- 
mato, season well with red pepper, 
also salt to taste, cover and simmer 
thirty minutes longer. Broil the steak 
as usual. Spread a thin layer of on- 
ions on a hot platter, on this arrange 
the steak. Sprinkle with the remain- 
der of the onions, cover closely for 
three minutes, then send to the table.

When asked to name 
his favorite 


•breakfast food a famous epicure un- 
hesitatingly replied, "Eggs." His taste 
for tho gold and white food is shared 
in may homes where the breakfast is 
not considered complete without eggs 
prepared in some fashion. Fortunato- 
ly they are easily digested and very 
nourishing, and are often prepared to 
the heavier meats. A breakfast menu 
with eggs cooked in a novel way is: 


Sliced Pineapple. 
Benuregard Eggs. 


Fried-Potatoes. 
Toast. 
Coffee 


Select a ripe pineapple and slice en- 


tirely across in pieces half an inch 
thick. Remove the core and dust with 
powdered sugar. 


For Beauregard style cover five eggs 


with boiling water and let boil twenty 
minutes. Remove the shells, chop .the 
whites fine and rub the yolks through 
a. sieve. Keep whites and yolks sep- 
arate. Put a half pint'of milk to boil, 
then rub together a lump of butter the 
size of a walnut .and one tablespoonful 
of cornstarch. 
Add it to. the 
milk. 


Then add 'the. whites of the eggs, with 
salt and pepper. Place five squares of 
toast on a large hot dish, which will 
stand the hept of th" n--on fire.

Dust the top with 
salt and'cayenne pepper and stand in 
the oven two minutes before serving.
